On the right end the medallion 
image is quite indistinct and somewhat blurred.

A ssessment o f N ew Y ork City.— The assess­ 
ed valuation of property in New York city for 
this year is as follows: real estate, $330,300- 
396; personal do. $131,'721,838; total, $462,-
